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SCOPE FOR INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT IN 
NORTH EAST SCOTLAND

HE NEW EXPERIMENT in industrial development to be 

worked out in North East Scotland offers possibilities for 

industrialists interested in establishing small and medium size 
undertakings in an area where men and women capable of adapting 
themselves to new methods and processes of working are available 
for employment. 

It will be recalled that, speaking in the House of Commons on 
October 29, 1952, on the needs of the Buckie-Peterhead area, the 
President of the Board of ‘Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, said he 
was not satisfied that the Development Area procedure was the right 
one in this case, and the Secretary of State for Scotland and he had 
agreed that an alternative method through the Development 
Commission should be tried. “The Commission have agreed,”’ 
he continued, “ to consider sympathetically requests for assistance 
in the building of small factories in this part of Scotland for indus- 
trialists who are prepared to go there, and I am having discussions 
with the parties concerned, including Scottish Industrial Estates 
Limited, to see how this work can best be done.”’ 

Since this statement was made there has been a further announce- 
ment that the organization of Scottish Industrial Estates Ltd. 
will be available for factory building in cases where advances from 
the Development Fund can be approved. 

This coastal belt 30-60 miles north of Aberdeen City contains 
five principal towns which form the basis of four more or less 
distinct groups of communities ; Peterhead, Fraserburgh, the twin 
burghs of Banff and Macduff, and Buckie. Lesser townships along

the coast incude Roschearty, Sandhaven, Inverallochy ; Gardens- 
town ; Whitehills ; Portsoy ; Cullen, Portknockie and Findochty. 
Inland townships include Strichen and New Pitsligo. I'he hinter- 
land of this coastal strip is highly developed fertile country, part 
of an extensive lowland region of stock farms and market towns 
drained by rivers such as the Deveron and Spey from the forested 
valleys of the Grampians beyond. 

The area is not the isolated part of Scotland which it might at 
first seem. The large industrial city of Aberdeen is only 32 miles 
south of Peterhead and a network of good roads links the whole 
area with Aberdeen and makes travelling within the area itself very 
easy and pleasant. Aberdeen, with its Macaulay Institute for 
Soil Research, Rowett Research Institute for Animal Nutrition, 
Marine Fisheries Laboratory, Torry Research Station and Ministry 
of Food Experimental Factory, is one of the premier food research 
centres in Britain. 

An industrial concern set up in any one of the four main centres 
of Peterhead, Fraserburgh, Buckie or Banft/Macduff could draw for 
its labour on a number of neighbouring villages from which people 
are already accustomed to travel to work. The three main towns 
of Peterhead, Fraserburgh and Buckie are compact ; there would 
be no problem of transport for workers as almost any point in a town 
is within walking distance of any other part. Each centre is distinct 
from the others and can be independent of them but inter-com- 
munication, by bus and other road transport, is easy. The pros- 
pective employer could count on a potential labour force of 700 in 
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Peterhead, 800 in Fraserburgh (including Strichen area), 500 in 
Buckie, including Portknockie and Portsoy areas, and 450 in Banff 
and Macduff. These numbers include many women who are not 
registered for serpent but would be willing to work if suitable 
jobs were available locally. Each year a large number of boys and 
girls leaving school are seeking employment. 

An incoming industrialist can feel assured before he ever begins 
exploring the possibilities of any or of all these towns that the local 
authorities will be more than willing to furnish him with all particulars 
and to help him should he decide to set up a factory in the area. 
Industrial sites are available in or near several of the towns and every 
effort would be made to ensure that the special requirements of 
particular industrialists were met. 

Apart from the fish landed at the ports, some of the indigenous 
resources of the area which might be exploited, or exploited further, 
include ; the products of the farm—poultry-keeping and pig-rearing 
have increased enormously in recent years—seaweed, peat, extensive 
deposits of limestone, deposits of talc at Portsoy, granite, fine clay 
beds which might be suitable for pottery at Whitehills and Cullen, 
timber from extensive private and state forests in the hinterland, and 
the plentiful supply of water in the large rivers in the area. It has been 
suggested that Buckie, because of Banffshire’s proximity to the 
sheep country of the Highlands, would be a good location for a small 
woollen factory. Another suggestion is that a manufacturer of 
agricultural implements would find a ready market for his products. 

Although to many people in the United Kingdom the area is not 
well known it is certain that there can be hardly a household in 


Britain to-day which does not see food on the table which has come

from these parts. White fish of top quality is sent to the great centres 
of population in London, the Midlands and elsewhere, from Fraser- 
burgh and to a lesser extent from Peterhead, Macduff, Whitehills and 
Buckie. From Fraserburgh and Peterhead come fresh herrings and 
kippers of the finest quality during the summer season and a variety 
of canned products. The Aberdeen-Angus breed of cattle is world- 
famous and “ Glenlivet” is a name known wherever whisky is drunk 
but what is perhaps not so well known is that the homely “ Kerr’s 
Pink ” potato was first grown on a farm in the Ordiquhill district of 
Banffshire. 

The seaside resorts of Aberdeenshire and Banffshire are known 
and appreciated by the many thousands of holidaymakers who visit 
the area each summer to enjoy the bright sunshine and invigorating 
air. But it is the industrial background that will be of most interest 


to firms who consider the possibility of setting up new undertakings 
in the area. 


Successful Existing Undertakings 


A number of well-known firms already operate successfully there. 
The greatest variety of industry is to be found in Fraserburgh which, 
in addition to the fishcuring, boatbuilding and engineering industries 
which it shares with Peterhead, Banff, Macduff and Buckie, and the 
canning industry which it shares with Peterhead, has a modern and 
capacious deep-freezing plant, a herring by-product factory and an 
ice-making plant. The deep-freezing plant is run by Fromac Ltd. 
(a part of the well-known MacFisheries Ltd.) who recently developed 
deep-freezing of fish, particularly white fish. A still newer develop- 
ment processes each week many thousands of table birds procured 
locally or sometimes brought from a distance. The herring by- 
product factory—the only one in the area—is operated by Herring 
By-Products Ltd. Fish meal and edible oil are produced and a 
welcome outlet provided for surplus herrings. The ice-making plant 
is operated by the Fraserburgh Ice and Cold Storage Co. Ltd. 

One of the largest single manufacturing industries in the area is the 
canning industry, carried on in two plants, the larger of which is the 
Peterhead factory of Messrs. Crosse & Blackwell Ltd., managed by 
an Englishman, Mr. Copeman ; Maconochie Foods Ltd., at Fraser- 
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burgh is the longer established plant. Both firms have extended their 
activities to cover the canning of soups and other vegetable products, 
meat and chicken, during the herring “ off” season and now provide 
employment the whole year round. The fishcuring industry carried 
on in all the main coastal towns and even in some of the fishing villages 
provides a fair amount of employment. The S.C.W.S. Ltd., have 
established since the war, and are extending, fishcuring plants at 
Gardenstown and Peterhead. 

Whilst we are on the subject of food, some mention might be made 
of the whisky distilling industry which is carried on in Banffshire. 
The main centres are on or near Speyside some miles inland, but there 
are two active distilleries on the coast at Inchgower and Banff. A third 
distillery, Glenglassaugh, operating until recently is now lying empty. 
The whisky distilling industry which has easy access to quantities 
of peat and a supply of pure water, provides a local market for some 
of the barley grown so extensively in this area, and in its turn makes 
available large quantities of draff to be used as feeding stuff for the beef 
cattle. 

Engineering is important to the area both as a large employer of 
labour and as providing opportunities for training and apprentice- 
ships. ‘The main concern is the Consolidated Pneumatic Tool Co. 
Ltd. at Fraserburgh which produces a variety of pneumatic and electric 
tools including air compressors and rock drills which are being used 
in Scottish hydro-electric schemes and sent abroad to many countries. 
Established in Fraserburgh for almost fifty years, this firm whose 
parent company is in Detroit, have provided a solid basis of steady 
employment for several hundreds of local people. The management 
have been most generous in helping local lads willing and anxious to 
enter engineering, and in providing facilities for apprentices and others 
who wish to study at the technical schools which are ‘in Aberdeen. 
Agricultural machinery is produced by the Banff Foundry and 
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Engineering (1951) Co. Ltd., and machine tools by the Peterhead 
Gear Manufacturing Co. Marine engineering is carried on in all the 
four main urban centres. 

There is a smal! but vigorous shipbuilding and boatbuilding industry 
in the Buckie/Peterhead area. It has recently been experiencing a 
setback to its early post-war activities, but at Buckie, Admiralty 
contracts have proved valuable in helping the industry and there are 
about 200 men engaged on boatbuilding in the town. The little 
village of Sandhaven has a great tradition of handling wood for 
boatbuilding and has one of the yards which manufactures modern 
fishing boats. 

Other industries are represented only in a small way. The two 
main textile firms are in Peterhead—T. Smith & Co. (Peterhead) 
Ltd., manufacturing woollen cloth, and Harley & Co., Glenugie 
Knitwear, manufacturing hosiery. At Strichen, where there is an 
old-established aerated water business, Mr. Norman Murray recently 
began the manufacture of tubular steel products such as furniture for 
offices, halls, clubs, cafes etc. New Pitsligo once had a flourishing 
lace industry and has now a firm manufacturing a famous brand of 
water biscuits. 


Why Development ? 


Then why is it that in spite of the considerable fishing and other 
activity which takes place in the area, there is a demand for further 
industrial development? The broad answer is that industrial 
employment has been dependent to a large extent on the fishing 
industry and the decline of the herring industry and its ancillary 
trades over the last 50 years has only been partly offset by some 
increase in white fishing since the war. At one time most of the 
herring landed at these ports were pickle-cured for export and the 
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demand for pickle-cured herring is now a fraction of what it was. 
This may be ascribed to changes in economic conditions over the period 
and in the different habits of people in the countries which formed 
our export markets, The herring canning and processing industries 
have helped in some measure to stabilize the market and reduction to 
oil and meal has provided an alternative outlet, but landings are 
considerably less than those at the beginning of the century. More- 
over, the conversion to the dual purpose motor fishing vessel which 
carries a smaller crew than the old steam drifter and the mechanization 
of processing have meant less employment. 

The downward trend in employment in the fishing industry has 
led in recent years to a steep upward climb in the figures of emigration. 
Emigration to other parts of Scotland, to England and to the Common- 
wealth is no new phenomenon in the North East. The areas to 
which these enterprising people have gone have, without doubt, 
benefited, but this has been at the expense of the social and economic 
wellbeing of this hard working coastal area. ‘To the disturbing figures 
of emigration is to be added, since the end of World War IT, a steadily 
rising rate of unemployment. ‘There is reason to believe that in 
addition to the two thousand or so registered unemployed men and 
women could be added a number of persons, mostly married women 
and girls, who are available for work but have not registered for 
employment. 

The need for development then lies in the decline in both the 
prosperity and employing capacity of the fishing industry, the lack 
of opportunity for women and girls, and the necessity of reducing 
the rate of emigration from the area. ‘The most immediate need is, 
of course, to eliminate the “‘ hard core” of unemployment—a “ hard 
core”? which would be larger and more intractable but for the 
independence and self-reliance of a people who have much experience 
in overcoming difficulties and hardships. 


A “ Hard Core” with a Difference 


While the seasonal employment, normal in the fishing industry, 
always tended to throw up large unemployment figures at certain 
times of the year until recent years the resultant situation was not 
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regarded as either serious or difficult to handle, but now there is 
indeed a large number of unemployed continuously available in the 
Employment Exchanges of the area. ‘They constitute a ‘‘ hard core”’ 
with a difference, if by that term is usually meant a number of 
unemployed persons whom it would be difficult to fit into industry 
either locally or in any other area. The labour available, both male 
and female is—as a visit to any of the local Exchanges would reveal— 
of first rate quality. 

This view is supported by employers who already have factories 
operating there. In collecting material for this article, I deliberately 
sought out industrial executives who had no local ties, mostly English- 
men with a wide experience of employment outside the North East 
area. Despite the most searching questions they maintained and 
kept on maintaining that their employees were first rate and would 
always give ‘‘ an honest day’s work for an honest day’s pay.” 


Background of Employment 


It is not surprising that employers in the area should find the 
characteristics of their employees so praiseworthy. For centuries 
these people have earned their living in the traditional industries of 
fishing and farming which have demanded hard toil and adaptability— 
characteristics which are valuable to all industries. 

Traditionally, fishing has evolved a type of man—handy, hard 
working, inured to hardship and capable of taking reverses of fortune 
with equanimity. Moreover, whole families have always been 
involved in the fortunes of each boat, and this brought women-folk 
into the industry in a way which is not common in other industries. 
In the past, even more than now, they had a stake in the boat’s earnings, 
often played a part in influencing decisions, and by their work on 
the nets, by preparing the bait and in other ways were involved in 
every aspect of its successful operation. In the herring fishing 
heyday they were absolutely essential to the industry—cleaning and 
preparing the fish for curing in salt, or for kippering. ‘To a lesser 
degree now they engage in these activities and work in the canning 
and freezing factories. ‘Thus they in turn have a tradition of work, 
a background of mental flexibility, and a manual dexterity which is

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at least equal to that acquired by women workers in jute, in cotton 
and in precision engineering industries. This adaptability has been 
proved not only in other industries established locally, but by 
employers throughout the United Kingdom who have taken on men 
and women from the district. 

Farming, too, has produced a people with equally valuable charac- 
teristics. Farmers here have been quick to realize the possibilities of 
mechanical equipment, and although there are many in the community 
who have sentimental regrets for the passing of the Clydesdale horses 
which were in almost general use locally, there are very few of the 
farmers who have not made the fullest use of tractors and of other 
mechanical equipment on their farms. The success of the growing 
poultry-keeping industry, the high quality and successful exporting of 
seed potatoes and the maintenance of the quality beef stock bred, 
are visible proofs of the mental qualities of the farming community. 

Enough has been said to show that the workpeople of both fishing 
and farming communities come from a stock particularly forward 
looking in ideas. Innovations which will add to the well-being of the 
family or the efficiency of the farm or the boat are not only accepted 
but welcomed. Most farmers run a car and farmhouses are equipped 
with all manner of electrical devices. ‘The well-built, well-furnished 
houses which line the coast are a tribute to the fisherman’s wise 
planning, and he will do without much in order to buy his own home 
and to fit his boat with echo-sounding and other modern devices. 


Transport To and From the Area 


At once it must be admitted that the present transport charges 
present a difficulty to industry, but having admitted this it should be 
noted that it has not proved a factor which operated too harshly against 
the firms already established in the area. 

The development since the early thirties of road transport has 
resulted in the area being served by a very flexible road transport 
service. As with railway traffic, the major determining factor has 
been the transporting of fish to catch early markets. The area is 
served by the North East Scotland Group, with headquarters at 
Peterhead. The group controls 134 goods vehicles which are 
operated from a series of depots and sub-depots which cater for 
traffic for all destinations. ‘The depots are at Peterhead (64 vehicles), 
Fraserburgh (32 vehicles), Buckie (18 vehicles) and the sub-depots 
at Ellon (1 vehicle), New Deer (3 vehicles), Macduff (3 vehicles), 
Turriff (6 vehicles), Portsoy (3 vehicles) and Huntly (4 vehicles). 
There are regular services between these centres and Aberdeen and 
bulk load traffic is normally conveyed direct to other districts in 
Scotland, e.g. Dundee, Glasgow and Edinburgh. Part loads, parcels, 
and consignments for England are routed through Aberdeen. 

There are possibilities in coastwise shipping which have not been 
fully exploited. The ports in the area are capable of handling more 
traffic in small coasting vessels than now passes—the harbours at 
Peterhead and Fraserburgh are capable of handling a vessel up to 
5,000 tons and at Buckie up to 3,000 tons. The volume of traffic, 
however, does not warrant regular coastal line sailings to and from 
the area and the sea-borne trade is carried on wholly by small coasting 
tramps with a cargo capacity of from about 200 tons up to 700 tons. It 
is known that Messrs. Crosse & Blackwell Ltd., send to London a 
consignment of considerable proportions by sea each week from 
Peterhead but the main shipments outward from the area are grain 
(principally oats), and in season seed potatoes. Previously, when the 
herring fishing fleet was composed almost entirely of steam drifters, 
there was during the herring season a heavy demand for small coasters 
for the carriage of coal from the Forth and the N.E. Coast of England. 
With the increase in the number of diesel-engined vessels engaged 
in herring fishing sea-borne coal from the Forth is no longer a feature 
of the trade, and what continues to be carried from the N.E. Coast of 
England is now confined to household coal and occasional bunkers. 
The only other traffics into the area in any quantity by sea are fertilisers 
from the United Kingdom and the near Continent, and cement from 
the Thames. 

There is a network of railway lines in the area, and a regular service 
runs along the coast and direct to and from Aberdeen. There are 
good facilities available for goods transport, and part of the main 
Aberdeen-Elgin-Inverness passenger route runs between Portsoy 
and Buckie. 

A daily air link (except for Sundays) connects Aberdeen and 
London, with intermediate stops at Edinburgh and Manchester. 
Edinburgh is reached in about an hour, and London in just over four- 
and-a-half hours. Freight already carried on these trips includes such 
diverse cargoes as engineering products, cloth and live lobsters, and

the B.E.A. office in Aberdeen is helpful in discussing with indus- 
trialists any particular problems they may have in transporting goods 
to the south or directly abroad. 


Coal, Gas, Electricity, Water 


An outstanding development in the North in recent years has been 
the establishment of the North of Scotland Hydro Electric Board whose 
operations cover this area. As a result there is no difficulty about 
the supply of electricity from existing sources to new industry. 
The Board has a high voltage distributor which follows the coast line 
from Buckie to Peterhead, and provides supplies to all Burghs and 
villages. ‘The Board has other high voltage lines in the vicinity for 
reinforcing existing supplies and no difficulty is expected by the Board 
in supplying an industrial user of reasonable size who goes into the 
area. And as the Board has as one of its terms of reference the en- 
couragement of industrial development in the North of Scotland 
an ingoing industrialist could rely completely on the Board making 
every effort to supply the services which he required. 

The area is situated within a reasonable distance of the still develop- 
ing Fife coalfields and therefore it can be assumed that there is no 
problem over the supplies of coal. Supplies of bituminous coal for 
industry would probably come from Fife and the appropriate rail 
charges would apply. No difficulty is anticipated over supplies of 
household coal in the area. ‘There is in operation a zone price scheme 
for railborne household coal, the same maximum retail price applying 
throughout the North and North East of Scotland. Some household 
coal from England is also shipped to this area. ‘This is more expensive 
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than railborne coal by an amount which varies, depending upon freight 
rates and other charges at different ports. 

In the case of the industrial employer who would require gas, 
Peterhead, Fraserburgh, Macduff, Banff, Cullen and Buckie have their 
own supplies. The gas works at Cullen not only supply the township 
but also the villages lying between Cullen and Buckie. In each 
instance gas supplies are adequate for present requirements and in the 
event of an incoming industrialist requiring industrial supplies general 
gas production could be stepped up to meet reasonable demands. 
This is particularly true in the case of Fraserburgh and Peterhead. 

In most parts of the area normal water and drainage facilities for 
factories could be provided and in particular there is, near Peterhead 
a large potential industrial area to which special water and drainage 
facilities could be provided. 


The Key Worker Going North 


The attitude of the key worker to his new place of employment is 
often the most difficelt factor of all with which an industrialist wishing 
to develop in a new area has to deal. What then has the area to offer 
the incoming key worker ? 

Each of these towns, and a great many of the fishing villages between 
them, have developed in a limited way as holiday resorts. Rainfall 
is low throughout the year, and the summer months are notable for 
their long hours of sunshine. ‘The winters are never too severe and, 
although the coastal towns are naturally swept by winds, there is an 
exhilaration in the dryness of the clean and healthy air which warms 
the blood. ‘The many thousands of visitors who come to this coast 
each year from Clydeside and elsewhere provide ample testimony 
to the excellence of the climate, facilities and amenities of the area in 
general and of the picturesque fishing villages in particular. ‘Those 
who find the coast too bracing can relax in the more gentle farming 
countryside inland. For those again who prefer heights, the High- 
lands of upper Banffshire, including the village of ‘Tomintoul, 1,160 
feet above sea-level, are not far away. 

There are ample opportunities for sport including football, which 
is strongly supported in the area as elsewhere in Scotland. Golf, of 
course is traditional and there are excellent golf-courses affording 
views of great scenic beauty as well as facilities for sport. Salmon 
fishing is possible in the many rivers and to the south-west of the area 
wild fowling. 

Housing conditions in the North-East of Scotland, especially from 
the point of view of overcrowding and amenity are generally better 
than in the main industrial parts of Scotland, and local authorities in 
the north-east have not been behind in the building of new houses ; 
they have contributed their full share of the record output in Scotland. 
That is the official statement, but it does not describe the attractive 
appearance of many of these new houses which are in well-sited

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schemes not hemmed in either by industry or other residential areas. 
In several places the houses are built of stone from nearby quarries. 
Local authorities in the area will give every help they can in the 
provision of houses for key workers. 


The housewife will find the towns compact and handy. It is the 
custom to walk, very often a distance of only a few hundred yards to 
the shopping centres, which in the four main urban communities pro- 
vide good quality shops, cafes, cinemas and other facilities. As is to be 
expected in such towns, fish is plentiful and of excellent quality ; 
again the growing poultry-keeping industry in the area makes available 
through fishmongers and butchers a great range of birds for the table. 
Fresh vegetables grown locally are also of good quality and prices 
are very reasonable. The bus services to Aberdeen have made it 
possible for the people of these towns to enjoy the very fine shopping 
centres which exist in the city and, of course, the greater variety of 
entertainment which is available there. Nearer still for those in the 
Buckie district is the smaller, but lively, and attractive centre of Elgin. 


It should be mentioned in this connection that a one-hourly bus 
service connects Aberdeen and Peterhead, and Aberdeen and Banff, 
and a two-hourly service connects Aberdeen and Fraserburgh. The 
journey from Aberdeen to Peterhead takes an hour and a half. 
Fraserburgh is connected to Peterhead—one hour’s journey away—by 
a one-hourly service. ‘To the west, Elgin, Lossiemouth, Nairn and 
the beautiful Highland capital of Inverness are within reach by means 
of an hourly bus service from Aberdeen which passes through 
Macduff, Banff, Buckie, and the intermediate burghs. From 
Aberdeen too there are bus services, limited stop to Glasgow, 
Edinburgh and Dundee, as well as the express train and air services 
to the South. 


The key-worker has to think of the welfare of his children and will 
consider carefully the educational facilities of the area. ‘The standards 
reached in teaching young people have been brought to the notice of 
most people in the United Kingdom by the success achieved by 
Scottish East Coast schools in the “ Top of the Form” contest held 
by the B.B.C. For four years in succession this proud title was 
held by schools on the East Coast of Scotland—The Royal High 
School, Edinburgh, in 1945, Elgin Academy in 1949, Robert Gordon’s 
College, Aberdeen in 1950 and Morgan Academy, Dundee, in 1951. 
In Aberdeen, a noted centre for education, there are ten Junior 
Secondary and seven Senior Secondary schools. Three of these 
latter are non-fee-paying—the Grammar School and the High School 
for girls both of which have primary departments and boarding 
houses attached, and the Central Secondary School. The other four 
are independent fee-paying schools, viz. for boys, Robert Gordon’s 
College which has a primary department and a boarding house 
attached, and for girls, Queen’s Cross Convent School, Albyn School 
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and St. Margaret’s School for Girls, all of which are residential. 
There is too a Technical College of a very high standard. The apex 
of education in Aberdeen is, of course, the University which is 
composed of two units, each of which was at one time an independent 
University. Indeed from 1600 to 1605 there was another University 
at Fraserburgh, so that in this small corner of Scotland there were 
three Universities at a time when England had only two. ‘The older 
part of Aberdeen University, King’s College, dates from 1494, and 
the younger Marischal College, from 1593. 

There are Senior Secondary Schools at Fraserburgh, Peterhead, 
Buckie, Macduff, Banff and Fordyce. The latter is a small village 
but the school is a long-established one. There are Junior Secondary 
Schools at Peterhead, Rosehearty, Buckie (R.C.), Portessie, Findochty, 
Portknockie, Cullen, Portsoy, Whitehills and Port Gordon. 

While visiting the area I asked questions about educational facilities 
and reactions to them by people who had come to the towns, A 
Londoner who had come into the area testified that education was 
much better at the ordinary schools than in the south. He was aware 
that the accent locally was difficult but that his children settled in 
quickly. People, he said, had been both kind to the children and to 
the family as a whole. 

Like most small towns in Scotland, dependent on their own social 
resources, these towns have developed a great variety of winter and 
summer activities ranging from debating societies to photographic 
societies. In Fraserburgh there are no less than thirty-six of these 
organizations. Many are small in numbers but all are very active. 


Summing Up 

Enough has been said to show that the incoming industrialist can 
count on the wholehearted support not only of the people he employs, 
but also of the local authorities in the towns in the North East. He is 
assured of a supply of adaptable workpeople and a recurring yearly 
supply in the boys and girls leaving schools in which the standard 
of education is second to none. Firms in general have a choice of 
site for their factories and firms engaged in food processing in 
particular have raw materials ready to hand and easy access to the 
foremost food research centre in Britain. Perhaps most important 
of all, the industrialist with a suitable project will be able to rent on 
favourable terms a factory built for him by the Scottish Industrial 
Estates Co. Ltd.

Record Production of Staple Fibre 
in January 


OTAL PRODUCTION of rayon and synthetic fibres in January 

showed a substantial increase over the December level. This, 
although partly seasonal, clearly represented a continuance of the 
rising trend of the last few months. 


Output of continuous filament yarn was 17-3 million Ibs., which 
was 2() per cent. higher than in December, but still well below the 
peak figure of 20-2 million Ibs. recorded in October 1951. On the 
other hand, the increase of 15 per cent. in production of staple fibre, 
compared with the previous month, established a new record for the 
industry at 17-1 million Ibs.

British Industries Fair is to Continue 


'M'HE Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. H. R. Mackeson, made a 
staternent about the future of the British Industries Fair in the 
House of Commons on Tuesday, in reply to a Member’s question. 


Mr. Mackeson said that the questioner would be aware that there 
had been rumours that this year’s British Industries Fair was to be the 
last. He could assure him that there was no foundation for them and 
that, immediately the Coronation Fair was over, work would begin on 
the 1954 Fair which would be held in London and Birmingham from 
May 3 to May 14. 


As announced in reply to a question on December 16, the Exhibitions 
Advisory Committee were studying, at the President’s request, the 
best way to organize the British Industries Fair in the longer term. 
But they had already told him that they were unanimously of the 
opinion that the Fair should continue. 


Control of Sulphur Ended 


TT! IE Minister of Materials has made the Control of Sulphur Order, 

1953 (S.I. 1953, No. 232), which revokes, with effect from February 
23, 1953, all statutory control on the supply and use of sulphur except 
for the manufacture of sulphuric acid. 


It is possible to do this because of an increase in world production 
of sulphur and because of economies in its use and its substitution 
by other materials, such as pyrites and anhydrite, in the manufacture 
of sulphuric acid. 

Sulphur is still not available in unlimited quantities, but provided 
that economy in its use continues, including all possible means to 
ensure its recovery in industrial processes, sufficient should be 
obtainable to meet the essential needs of the United Kingdom. 

Control of sulphur for making sulphuric acid is being retained 
because it is necessary that sulphur should be used only to the extent 
that requirements for acid cannot be met by using other materials. 
Apart from pyrites, these include anhydrite, of which there are large 
deposits in this country, and spent oxide, which is a by-product of 
gas works. ‘There has been a considerable expansion of plant using 
these materials which is now coming into use. It is necessary to 
ensure the full operation of this plant in order to lessen the dependence 
of industry on imported sulphur and to conserve supplies. ‘There 
can be no assurance that there will not be another serious shortage of 
sulphur within a few years. 

For these reasons, imports of sulphur will continue to be restricted 
to the level necessary to meet essential requirements.

Purchase Tax Announcement 


REVISED edition of Notice No. 78D, which supersedes that of 
August 1952, has been issued by the Commissioners of Customs 
and Excise. Copies are being sent to traders concerned who are 
registered for Purchase Tax, and also to Trade Associations and the 
Trade Press. 
The Notice gives details of the scope of Groups 1 to 9 of the 
Purchase Tax Schedule as well as particulars of ‘‘D”’ relief for 
apparel, cloth, domestic textile articles, soft furnishings and bedding. 


It also contains, on pages 38-39, an extended list of the special 
code numbers which may be used in the case of certain combinations 
of goods instead of the several individual code numbers which would 
otherwise be necessary. 


Yarn Production in the Cotton Industry 


PRODUCTION of cotton, spun rayon and mixture yarn for the week 
ended February 7, 1953, was 17-68 million lb. compared with 17-52 
million Ib. in the previous week and 19-52 million lb. during the 
corresponding week of 1952. 





Relaxation of Nickel Control 


HE Board of Trade and the Ministry of Supply have relaxed, as 

from February 26, restrictions on the use of nickel under the Nickel 
Prohibited Uses Orders, 1951, in the case of certain articles, including 
motor car parts, hospital equipment, table hollow-ware and some 
stationers’ sundries. 

Owing to the needs of the defence programme, it is still necessary 
to maintain existing controls over the use of nickel in the manufacture 
of most goods. The position is, however, being kept under review. 

The Amending Orders are : The Nickel Prohibited Uses (Ministry 
of Supply) (Amendment) Order, 1953 (S.I. 1953 No. 265) and the 
Nickel Prohibited Uses (Board of Trade) (Amendment No. 2) Order, 
1953 (S.I. 1953 No. 266). Copies are available, price 2d. and 3d. 
respectively (by post 34d. and 44d.) from H.M. Stationery Office, 
Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches. 


Details of the changes are given below :— 
Board of Trade Order 


The use of stainless steel containing not more than 8 per cent. by weight 
of nickel is permitted in the manufacture of hospital hollow-ware and 
certain parts of urns. 

The use of nickel silver containing not more than 15 per cent. by weight 
of nickel is permitted in the manufacture of table hollow-ware, harness and 
saddlery. 

The nickel plating of hat pins, safety pins, file and loose leaf fitting and 
certain parts of ball point pens and propelling pencils is freed from control. 

The use of controlled material as a weld in manufacture is now permitted. 


Ministry of Supply Order 

The following amendments have been made to the First Schedule: the 
use of stainless steel as defined is authorized for :— 

Engine exhaust valves for agricultural and horticultural machinery, 
milking machinery and milk pails ; operating tables, the shelves of 
ward instrument cabinets, ward instrument tables and ward medicine 
cabinets for use in hospitals ; and steering wheel spoke wires for 
motor vehicles and caravans. 

Amendments to the Second Schedule permit the use of nickel plating for 
spoke nipples for motor bicycles and tricycles and non-motor bicycles and 
tricycles ; and for ward instrument cabinets, ward instrument tables, 
and operating tables for hospital use. 

Under the heading ‘“‘ Motor Vehicles and Caravans,” items 1-24 are 
removed from the Order and the following short list of items is substituted : 
Licence holders. 

Ornamental motifs on heater bodies. 
Coupe head frame work. 
Carpet retainer tread plates, carpet fasteners. 
Dash panel cubby box hinges. 
Door hinges. 
Handbrake levers. 
Instruction labels. 
Loose equipment, loose tools. 
10 Scuttle ventilator controls. 
11 Trunk supports. 

Ticket issuing machines of the type used for issuing cinema tickets are 
also removed from the Order.

Productivity Team Report on 


Inspection in Industry 


E British Productivity Council has published the Report of the 
Specialist Team on Inspection in Industry, which paid a visit to 
the United States under the auspices of the Anglo-American Council 
on Productivity and the sponsorship of the Economic Co-operation 
Administration (now Mutual Security Agency). It visited 22 plants 
mostly engaged in the light engineering and non-ferrous alloy 
industries. 

The object of the visit was to study the position in America and 
report on the attitude to, and the most recent practices in, the control 
of quality in the factory ; the incentives used to maintain quality ; 
and the reaction of organized labour to the methods adopted, 

The Team concluded that the best British practice in inspection is 
not behind the best in America. There is, however, a larger 
enthusiastic following in the United States than is evident here. A 
new and broader conception has been taken of the words “* Quality 
Control.” Inspection is held to be part only of the wider function 
of co-ordinating all the influences on quality. 

The Team noted that major re-organizations of the management of 
a business induced by the stress of competition are not infrequent. 
Opportunity is taken to adopt the most recent techniques in each 
branch of management. 

The Report deals, among other subjects, with inspection and 
management, principles, techniques and tools for inspection, and 
wage rates and incentive schemes.

Japan and G.A.T.T. 


The President was asked for a further statement on the entry of 
Japan into the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade and especially 
on the safeguards to protect British industries and Commonwealth 
trade against disruptive competition. 

He replied that the Inter-sessional Committee of the Contracting 
Parties to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade had just 
submitted to Governments for their consideration a report on the 
matters which it was asked to consider, including the question of 
safeguards against disruptive competition. The text of the com- 
munique issued at the conclusion of the meeting of the Committee, 
which had already been reported in the Press, was published in the 
Board of Trade Journal on February 21, and he could not make any 
further statement at this stage. 


Mission to Latin American Dollar Account Countries 


Asked if he had seen the members of the United Kingdom mission 
to Venezuela, Colombia, the Dominican Republic, Cuba and Mexico 
since their return to this country ; and when he expected to receive 
the mission’s report, the President replied, “‘ Yes, Sir.” He expected 
to receive the Mission’s report shortly. ‘The Mission had meanwhile 
told him of their broad conclusions, which he knew the House would 
be interested to hear. Since their return, the Mission had had 
consultations with a large number of trade associations about the 
opportunities which were open to United Kingdom exporters and how 
best they could take full advantage of them. 

The Mission were convinced, from the warmth of their reception 
everywhere, the replies to their enquiries (which covered a very wide 
range), and the many contacts which they made, that there was great 
goodwill towards the United Kingdom in these dollar account 
countries in the Caribbean, and a genuine interest in, and willingness 
to buy, our goods. The Mission saw no reason, if only sufficient 
effort was made by all concerned, why our exports should not win 
an increased and enduring share in the trade of these countries. 

The Mission had been impressed particularly by the excellent 
openings for the United Kingdom engineering industry which were 
being created by the rapid large-scale development of natural resources 
and the construction of public works in these countries. They 
considered that an important step would be for some of our consulting 





engineers to establish themselves in these countries and especially 
in Venezuela and Colombia. ‘The Mission also believed that exports 
of consumer goods including general merchandise, textiles and motor 
vehicles, could be increased if firm prices were quoted and prices 
were kept competitive and if closer personal attention was given to 
these markets in the form of regular visits to study the situation at 
first hand and to appoint more representatives and active agents on 
the spot. 

The Mission had also drawn attention to the fact that in certain 
cases it might be to our advantage, given the pressure to expand 
domestic production, for United Kingdom concerns to participate 
in the local manufacture of goods, and so to establish useful and 
profitable assets in the countries concerned. 

He would like to take this opportunity to express the Government's 
appreciation of the excellent work of Brigadier Crosland and his 
colleagues on the Mission and the admirable service which they had 
rendered to our export interests. ‘They had submitted most valuable 
information and recommendations and their report would deserve 
the most careful study both by the Government and by industry. 


Factory Building in Scotland 


Asked how much new factory building was started in development 
areas and non-development areas, respectively in Scotland in 1952 ; 
how many new jobs such factory building was expected to provide ; 
and what were the comparable figures for each year since 1945, the 
President said that the information requested was given in the 
following table. He had included the actual employment provided 
by the factories, since the employers’ estimates of potential employ- 
ment had, in many cases, not yet been achieved.

MONDAY FEBRUARY 23 


British Industries Fair 

The President was asked what steps were being taken to prevent 
a repetition this year of the losses on the London section of the 
British Industries Fair. 

He replied that he could assure the questioner that all practical 
steps were being taken to put the income and expenditure of the 
British Industries Fair on a more favourable basis. 

He need hardly point out, however, that the losses to which the 
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question referred should not be regarded as reflecting any failure 
on the part of the Fair to fulfil the valuable purposes it served in the 
promotion of United Kingdom trade, particularly overseas. 


Import of Sack Kraft Paper 


The Minister of Materials, Sir Arthur Salter, said that the share of 
individual firms in the total amount of currency available for the 
import of sack kraft paper from non-dollar countries in the first half 
of 1953 was proportionate to their actual imports of sack kraft paper 
from those countries in the period December 31, 1950, to November 3, 
1951, 

‘The share in the total amount of dollars made available for the 
purchase of sack kraft paper was proportionate to their production of 
paper sacks during the 36th Paper Control Licensing Period (March 4 
to June 30, 1951) or the 37th Licensing Period (July 1 to November 3, 
1951), whichever was the greater. 

Firms who had been given a dollar import quota might spend it in 
non-dollar countries if they so wished. 


Ministry of Materials 


‘The administrative cost of the Ministry of Materials during the 
current financial year would be approximately £1,100,000, Sir 
Arthur Salter said. A provision of {1,220,250 was taken in the 
Estimates for the current financial year based on a total staff of 1,854 
at the beginning of the year and an estimated total staff of about 1,420 
at March 31 next. The actual reduction in staff had been greater 
than estimated with consequent savings on the Vote. The total staff 
on June 30 next would be about 1,050 and the further reductions 
would be reflected in the Estimates for the forthcoming year. 

Sir Arthur Salter added that in addition to selling the output of 
some Government owned plants, his Department now imported and 
distributed copper, aluminium, magnesium, tungsten ore, jute and 
imported jute goods, and sulphur and pyrites. A similar exclusive 
responsibility was undertaken for soft hemp. Other hemps had 
been in private hands for some time. The aggregate value of the 
public trading stocks of all these commodities held at December 31 
last was approximately £80 million. While public trading continued 
to be necessary, a general liquidation of stocks could not be pursued 
as an independent operation. 

It was the Government's policy to restore private trading as soon 
in each case as our balance of payments position and other important 
considerations permitted. He hoped that it would be possible to 
make further progress in this direction during the forthcoming financial 
year ; but no precise time table was possible. 

The Ministry also had other important duties outside the sphere 
of state trading. 

Asked what was the total amount of the purchases he had made 
since January 1, 1953 to date ; and what materials were involved in 
those purchases, Sir Arthur Salter replied that a very large proportion 
of the purchases made by his Department were covered by standing 
contracts. ‘The total payments for new supplies during the period 
mentioned, including supplies coming forward under these contracts, 
were of the order of £30 million. The materials involved were set 
out in the Ministry’s printed Supplementary Estimates (Class IX, 
Vote 6, Subhead A). If, however, the questioner was referring to 
new purchase commitments made during the period the total would 
be about £6 million, of which about half was in respect of jute and 
jute goods. 


Use of Bagasse for Newsprint 


Sir Arthur Salter said he understood that experiments in the United 
States of America had established the technical possibility of success- 
fully manufacturing newsprint, as well as other kinds of paper, from 
bagasse ; but the possibility of producing them on a commercial 
scale had yet to be demonstrated. He was afraid, therefore, it was 
premature to consider saving expenditure of dollars on newsprint by 
using bagasse in this country for newsprint manufacture. 


TUESDAY FEBRUARY 24 


Aircraft Spares and Materials from U.S. 


The President was asked the value of aircraft spares and materials 
purchased from the United States during 1952 ; and what proportion 
of this amount was for the use of British Overseas Airways Corporation. 

The Secretary for Overseas Trade, Mr. H. R. Mackeson, replied 
that imports of aircraft parts from the United States during 1952, 
excluding those imported under the Mutual Defence Assistance 
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agreement, were valued at £5,492,000. He would remind the 
questioner, however, that this figure included substantial imports by 
foreign airlines, for the maintenance of aircraft operating in this 
country, which did not represent purchases by us. He regretted 
that no information was available about aircraft materials as such. 

With regard to the second part of the question it would be contrary 
to normal practice to disclose the purchases of individual firms whether 
private or state-owned. 


Textile Machinery for Home Market 


The Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade, Mr. Henry 
Strauss, stated that deliveries of textile machinery to the home market 
during the 12 months ended March 31, 1952, amounted in value to 
£344 million. Deliveries during the six months ended September 30, 
1952, were at an annual rate of £26-2/3rd million. 


Imports of Sack Kraft Paper for Re-export 

The President was asked to give an assurance that applications for 
the import of sack kraft paper for re-export would be allowed, as the 
quota system was not sufficient to cover the demands of both the home 
and export markets. 

Mr. Mackeson replied that he was always willing to consider 
applications to import materials needed for the export trade where 
these needs could not be met from supplies available in this country. 
He was advised, however, that present supplies of sack kraft paper 
from home production and imports were in general adequate for both 
home and export needs. In these circumstances additional ex- 
penditure of foreign currency would not be justified. 


Australian Import Relaxations 


Australian import quotas were not tied to particular countries, so 
that it was not possible to make any reliable estimate of the likely 
value to our trade of the recent relaxations, Mr. Mackeson stated. 

Questioned on what representations he had made to the Australian 
Government on behalf of the Lancashire cotton industry with regard 
to the continued severe restrictions on the import of cotton goods into 
Australia, Mr. Mackeson replied that the difficulties of our textile 
industries had been stressed in all our discussions with the Common- 
wealth Government. ° 


Report of Copyright Committee 


The President was asked what steps he was taking to implement 
the recommendation of the Copyright Committee that the tariffs 
payable to collecting societies of a monopolistic or quasi-monopolistic 
character should be subject to independent review. 

Mr. Strauss replied that legislation would be required to give effect 
to this recommendation. All the recommendations in the Report 
were being carefully considered. 


Imports of Canned Sild 


Imports of canned sild in 1950, 1951 and 1952 were 64,769 cwt., 
28 cwt. and 7 cwt. respectively, it was stated. Imports under this 
heading in 1938 were not separately recorded in the trade statistics. 


Exports to China 


A questioner asked what items on the list which the China National 
Import-Export Board wished to purchase in this country and which 
was submitted to the Board of Trade on October 2, 1952, were 
refused a licence for export ; and why. 

Mr. Mackeson replied that it was not possible without research 
to identify particular applications for export licences as relating to 
orders placed by the China National Import-Export Board. He 
could say, however, that of the items in this list, which was circulated 
in the Official Report of February 10 in reply to a question, all but 
half-a-dozen would be refused export licences, either under the 
embargo imposed on certain exports to China in accordance with the 
United Nations Resolution of May 1951 or, in a few cases, because 
the goods were scarce and we needed them for our own use, 


Reports by Monopolies Commission 

The President was asked whether he was aware that certain statistics 
and other information published in the reports of the Monopolies 
Commission had been of assistance to our international competitors ; 
and whether in future he would consult with the Commission with a 
view to ensuring that the industries concerned were enabled to see 
the reports before publication so that their opinion might be expressed 
on these matters. 

Mr. Strauss replied, ‘‘ No, Sir,”’ though he agreed that published 
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information could, on occasion, have that effect. He would remind 
the questioner that Section 9 of the Monopolies and Restrictive 
Practices (Inquiry and Control) Act, 1948, laid on the President of the 
Board of Trade the duty of laying before Parliament only so much of 
a report as in his opinion could be made public without injury to the 
public interest. When he thought it necessary, he would be prepared 
to discuss with the industry concerned the possible effect on the public 
interest of revealing certain information. 


Imports from France 


A questioner asked what requests the members of the French 
Government, who took part in the recent talks in London with Her 
Majesty’s Government, made for this country to relax restrictions on 
imports from France ; and what answer Her Majesty’s Government 
had given. 

Mr. Mackeson replied that the French Ministers asked Her 
Majesty’s Government to consider the possibility of relaxing import 
restrictions in any way which would enable France to export more 
goods to the United Kingdom. As stated in the communique issued 
at the end of the discussions, we undertook to give sympathetic 
consideration to the position of France when considering our future 
import arrangements. 


Quotas for British Films 


The Cinematograph Films Council had recommended that the 
quota for the supporting programme for the year beginning on 
October 1, 1953, should be 25 per cent. as at present, Mr. Strauss 
stated. They were unable to make an agreed recommendation for 
the quota for first feature films. ‘The President of the Board of Trade 
was carefully considering this matter and would make a statement 
soon, 

Questioned on what were his estimates of the numbers of British 
first feature and supporting films to be produced in 1953 ; and if he 
was satisfied that production would be sufficient for the maintenance 
of the quotas, Mr. Strauss replied that he had not sufficient evidence 
for such an estimate. Films produced in 1953 would not in general 
be available for the current quota year.

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Export Credit Guarantees for 
Spare Parts to Brazil 


HE President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, was 

asked in the House of Commons on February 20 if he was aware 
of the need to maintain the flow to Brazil of spare parts for British 
engineering and transport equipment already there, and how far cover 
for the export of such spare parts to Brazil would be resumed under 
the Export Guarantees Act. 

The President replied that, as the questioner knew, export credits 
cover on short term business with Brazil was withdrawn in May last 
year for reasons which had been fully explained. There was, how- 
ever, a special case for facilitating the supply of spare parts for United 
Kingdom machinery and equipment which was already in use in 
Brazil and must be maintained in working order. The Export 
Credits Guarantee Department would therefore provide, as an 
exceptional measure, a special and strictly limited form of cover 
under Section 2 of the Export Guarantees Act, 1949, for the export 
to Brazil of spare parts necessary to maintain in working order 
machinery, apparatus and equipment of United Kingdom origin. 

Applications for such cover should be made in the usual way to 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department, who would consult the 
appropriate Government Department as to which business could be 
regarded as essential for purposes of maintenance. 

This was, as he had said, an exceptional measure introduced to deal 
with a special problem. ‘The general problem of our trade with 
Brazil was still being considered 


How the Scheme Will Operate 


Following the President's announcement, the Export Credits 
Guarantee Department issued the following statement on the special 
credit facilities which they will be prepared to provide. 

Her Majesty’s Government consider that the provision of spare 
parts for United Kingdom machinery and equipment in use in Brazil 
presents a special problem which calls for action in spite of the present 
and continuing serious shortage of sterling in that market. Accord- 
ingly, without prejudice to the question of general cover for trade 
with Brazil, the Export Credits Guarantee Department has been 
authorized, as an exceptional measure, to provide a special and limited 
type of guarantee for the export to Brazil of spare parts necessary to 
maintain in working order machinery, apparatus and equipment of 
United Kingdom origin 

The guarantees provided will be limited as to scope and total 
amount, and will be subject to allocation to exporters and manufac- 
turers on the basis of past export performance and current essentiality 
as decided by the Ministry of Supply (acting in consultation with the 
appropriate Production Departments). 

The period which allocations of cover are expected to serve is from 
February 23, 1953, to February 22, 1954, and the shipment period 
during which cover will be operative in the case of agreed allocations 
will correspond with these dates. 


Scope of Cover 


1. The cover will guarantee exporters for 75 per cent. of loss 
arising from the following causes :— 

(i) the insolvency of the buyer, or 

(ti) the operation of a Law or of an Order, Decree or Regulation 
having the force of law, which in circumstances outside the 
control of the exporter and of the buyer prevents, restricts or 
controls the transfer of payments from Brazil to the United 
Kingdom, or 

(iii) the oceurrence of war between Brazil and the United Kingdom, 
or 

(iv) the occurrence of war, hostilities, civil war, rebellion, revolu- 
tion, insurrection, or other disturbance in Brazil, or 

(v) the incurring in respect of goods shipped from the United 
Kingdom of any additional handling transport or insurance 
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charges which are occasioned by interruption or diversion of 
voyage between the United Kingdom and Brazil and which it 
is impracticable to recover from the buyer, or 
(vi) any other cause outside the control of the exporter and of the 
buyer which arises from events occurring outside the United 
Kingdom. 
The cover will only apply to transactions shipped on the following 
terms of payment :— 
(i) Cash against Documents. 
(ii) Documentary Sight Draft. 
(iii) Documents against Payment. 
Premium will be payable at the rate of £3 per cent. of the full 
invoice value of the goods. 
All cover will be subject to the buyer possessing import licences, 
where necessary. 


Department’s Liability to Pay Claims 

The Department will become liable to pay claims under the terms 

of its guarantee :— 

(a) if the loss arises from the inability of the buyer to transfer 
payment to the United Kingdom after he has made deposits in 
local currency and applied for exchange, nine months from the 
date of such deposit or immediately after the date of application 
for exchange, whichever is the later ; 

(b) if the loss arises from other causes specified in the policy, other 
than the insolvency of the buyer, nine months after the event 
causing loss ; 

(c) if the loss arises from the insolvency of the buyer, immediately 
the insolvency is ascertained in accordance with the terms of 
the policy. 

The guarantee will not provide cover against losses arising from :— 

(a) default or repudiation by the buyer ; or 

(b) failure of the buyer to obtain or renew an import licence, where 
import licences are necessary for the entry of the goods into 
Brazil. 


Applications for Cover and Issue of Guarantees 

Applicants for guarantees should apply for proposal forms and 
specimen policies from the nearest office of the Export Credits 
Guarantee Department, at the addresses given on page 810 of the 
Board of Trade Journal of October 25, 1952. 

All completed application forms should be returned in duplicate 
to the nearest district or branch office of the Export Credits Guarantee 
Department and not to the offices of other Departments. 

When allocations of cover have been made by the Ministry of 
Supply, the Department will forward a quotation to the applicant 
which will :— 

(a) indicate the total amount for which the guarantee will be issued 

(in practice this will be the value of the allocation) ; 

(b) indicate the amount of deposit premium payable (based on a 
rate of 5 per cent. on the face value of the proposed guarantee, 
with a minimum payment of £5, and refundable on expiry of 
the policy) ; 

(c) invite the applicant to pay the deposit premium and accept the 
offer made to him. 

On receipt of deposit premium, and a request to do so, the Depart- 

ment will issue the guarantee. 


Import Licences 

Since most goods covered by the guarantees will be subject to 
import licensing by the Brazilian authorities, the Department suggests 
that before applying for guarantees, exporters should ascertain that 
import licences are likely to be available for the particular spare parts 
they propose to ship. Whilst a great deal of information on this point 
will be available through the usual sources in the United Kingdom, 
it is likely to avoid delay and waste of allocations if exporters, before 
applying for cover, will confirm doubtful cases by reference to Brazil. 

All enquiries regarding these special facilities should be referred in 
the first place to the nearest office of the Export Credits Guarantee 
Department.

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Half-Yearly Enquiry into Film Distribution

The total amount of gross film rentals charged for the first half of 
1952 was £12,043,000, compared with £11,643,000 and £11,661,000 
for the first and second halves of 1951 respectively.

first and second halves of 1951 were published in the Board of Trade 
Journal on August 30, 1952.) Gross film rentals charged on British 
films for the first half of 1952 were £3,270,000, or 27-2 per cent. of 
the total film rentals charged, compared with 27-0 per cent. for 1951 
and 28-9 per cent. for 1950. 

The proportion of gross film rentals taken by direct distribution 
expenses increased from 15-8 per cent. in 1951 to 16-2 per cent. for 
the first half of 1952, the greatest proportional increase being for 
British films under 3,000 feet in length. The proportion of gross 
film rentals retained by distributors after the payment of direct 
distribution expenses was 18-5 per cent., the corresponding figures for 
1951 and 1950 being 18-9 per cent. and 20-0 per cent., respectively. 
The proportions retained by distributors decreased for foreign 
and British short films and British long films compared with 1951, 
the only proportional increase being for foreign long films. The 
distributors’ share as a whole, including distribution expenses, 
remained as for 1951 at 34:7 per cent. of gross film rentals ; this was 
slightly above the 1950 level of 34-0 per cent. 

The proportion of gross film rentals paid to producers for films 
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distributed on their behalf was 65-3 per cent., the same as for 1951, 
although slightly lower than the 1950 proportion of 66-0 per cent. 
The proportion paid to producers for British films distributed on 
their behalf decreased from 62-5 per cent. in 1951 to 62-0 per cent. in 
the first half of 1952. 

It should be noted that, although the amounts paid to producers for 
films bought outright by the distributors are shown separately (in 
footnote (b) ) the rentals received by distributors for these films are 
included in gross film rentals ; and the balance of the rentals earned 
by them, after payment of direct distribution expenses, remains in the 
hands of the distributors. The total amounts paid to producers include 
the amounts paid to them for films distributed on their behalf (shown 
in the table), and the amounts paid to them for films bought outright 


(shown in footnote 6). 
Film Exhibition 


The enquiry into cinematograph film exhibition for the third 
quarter of 1952 covered the thirteen weeks from June 29 to September 
27, 1952. Returns have been compiled for 4,556 cinemas (99-7 per 
cent. of those known to be operating commercially during the period

Analysis of Admissions and Takings by Size of Cinemas 
(Table V1) 

For the third quarter of 1952 there were increases in the number of 

admissions for all the various size groups of cinemas compared with 
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the previous quarter. These increases in admission wére, however, 
more noticeable among the smaller cinemas ; the number of admis- 
sions for cinemas seating 1,250 or fewer was 4-3 per cent. above the 
previous quarter, while for cinemas seating more than 1,250 the 
increase was only 0-7 per cent. ‘The exhibitors’ share of takings 
increased in all size groups with the exception of cimemas seating over 
2,000, where there was a decrease over the quarter of 0-2 per cent. 
The proportional increase in exhibitors’ share was greater for cinemas 
seating 1,250 or fewer (4-7 per cent.) than those seating more than 
1,250 (1:3 per cent.)

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Export Prospects In The Open But Increasingly Competitive 
Markets of Belgium and Luxembourg

HE Belgo-Luxembourg Economic Union continues to offer a 

liberal open market to imports. Even the former restrictions on 

imports of motor-cycles, under which the United Kingdom 
received 60 per cent. of a modest global quota, disappeared in 1952. 


Market Prospects 


Industrial activity in B.L.E.U. remains high and, whilst it continues 
to do so, demand for both capital and consumer goods is likely to be 
sustained. Although sales of spirits, beverages, coal, iron and steel 
and non-ferrous metal manufactures and machinery were slightly 
higher by value in 1952 than in 1951, new business in these products 
could undoubtedly be obtained by more energetic salesmanship 
notwithstanding the development of a buyers’ market. The easier 
supply position in the United Kingdom, the improved raw material 
outlook and the partial closure of some overseas markets should 
stimulate sales promotion in Belgium and Luxembourg. Foreign 
competitors have been quick in the past to profit from abnormally long 
delivery delays arising from priorities accorded to Commonwealth and 
dollar markets and everything possible should now be done to improve 
the United Kingdom delivery record. 

The value of United Kingdom exports to B.L.E.U. in 1952 of raw 
wool and woollen yarns and piece-goods, hides and skins, cotton 
manufactures, made-up clothing and footwear was lower than in 1951, 
partly owing to price reductions. ‘There is, however, a constant 
demand for these goods and falling British sales should not be 
attributed to reduced buying, but to increasing competition, local or 
foreign, chiefly the latter. This is particularly true of footwear and 
clothing, in which lines British manufacturers lost much ground in 
1952, principally to Dutch competitors. 

Shirts and ladies’ underwear of nylon are popular, but those at 
present on the market are expensive and can only be bought by more 
affluent customers. Cheap garments in this range would meet a 
widely-felt need. Sales of English books, especially in cheap, attrac- 
tive, popular editions, might also be increased. Many Belgians and 
Luxembourgers read and speak English, but English books are on 
sale only in the principal cities. Wider distribution facilities are 
worth investigation. 

Tenders for Government contracts call for close attention to 
specifications and to other defined requirements. United Kingdom 
firms have often lost business by disregarding these details. 

The larger numbers of Belgians and Luxembourgers who are likely 
to visit the United Kingdom during Coronation year, may well be 
surprised at the difference between British and B.L.E.U. prices for 
certain branded products. B.L.E.U. is a high-priced economy, 
overheads are heavy and it is not uncommon for such goods as toilet 
articles to be retailed at more than double the United Kingdom retail 
figure. Sales could without doubt be increased by price reductions 
and United Kingdom manufacturers might profitably investigate 
possibilities with their Belgolux distributors. In this context the 
importance of appointing separate agents for Luxembourg, in order 
to reduce overheads, is particularly stressed. 


Suggestion on Marketing Methods 


B.L.E.U. is an open market, price, quality and prompt delivery 
matter more than elsewhere ; and the reasons for loss of ground are 
worth careful study precisely because failure cannot be attributed to 
trade barriers. 

Criticism continues to be levelled at the salesmanship methods of 
some United Kingdom firms, such as reluctance to advertise on a 
national scale or to provide advertising literature in French and 
Flemish, or even in one of these languages, insistence on the use of 
British measures instead of the metric system, unwillingness to quote 
c.i.f. prices on request, and insufficient co-ordination between sales 
and production departments. Understamped letters are a frequent

cause of complaint, for surcharges in Belgium and Luxembourg are 
high. Letters which arrived stamped at the inland postage rate of 
24d. instead of the overseas rate of 4d., are surcharged B.Frs. 4, or 
approximately 7d. 

Much business has been lost by United Kingdom exporters not 
being prepared to offer sufficiently attractive payment terms. For 
special equipment or material in limited supply Belgolux buyers are 
often willing to pay against documents or even to put down a deposit 
on the order. The position is, however, totally different in consumer 
and other lines in which competition is keen and for which local 
dealers naturally take advantage of buyers’ market conditions to 
impose their own terms. Belgian and some foreign manufacturers 
grant local department stores 90 days’ credit as a matter of course and 
the easy credit terms now being extended by foreign, especially 
German firms, are naturally proving attractive to Belgian and Luxem- 
bourg importers. 


Exports and Supply 


It is important that United Kingdom exporters should make the 
most of their opportunities in this market, since the United Kingdom 
buys essential imports of basic slag, flax, hemp, cobalt and steel from 
B.L.E.U.* and of coffee, cotton, copper, diamonds, timber, rubber, 
wolfram and skins from the Congo. 

It was in 1951 and the earlier part of 1952 obliged to increase its 
purchasing in Belgium very substantially in the interests of defence 
procurement. It is normally also a consumer of less essential but 
none the less agreeable B.L.E.U. products such as lace, fruit, confec- 
tionery, flowers, tinned foods, cigars and holidays. The United 
Kingdom can no longer afford as in earlier days a trading deficit with 
B.L.E.U. and it is clear that its ability to continue buying the less 
essential commodities listed above must depend under present 
conditions on the attainment of a reasonable bilateral equilibrium. 
The figures shown later in the article indicate that considerably 
increased sales of United Kingdom goods are called for, if this 
objective is to be secured.

British exports to B.L.E.U. registered a remarkable advance in 1950. 
In 1951, however, whilst they exceeded 1950 values, the increase was 
more than offset by rising world prices. The United Kingdom 
supplied 9-6 per cent. of total Belgolux imports in 1950, but enly 
8-3 per cent. in 1951. United Kingdom exports to B.L.E.U. in 1952 
seem likely to fall short of 1951 figures, whilst Belgolux sales to Britain, 
particularly of essentials, have continued to register very high values 
despite the United Kingdom import restrictions of November, 1951 
and March, 1952. Luxembourg alone netted some £8 million between 
January and October 1952, mainly for steel. It was not indeed until 
the last quarter of 1952 that United Kingdom—Belgolux monthly trade

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exchanges came into better balance. Britain, however, only covered 
a little more than half her imports from B.L.E.U. by exports over 1952 
as a whole. 


The easing of United Kingdom import restrictions announced for 
the first half of 1953, both the raising of global quotas and the extension 
of additional special concessions to meet hardship cases amongst 
exporters in certain O.E.E.C. countries, are a further reason for making 
every effort to sell more British goods in Belgium and Luxembourg in 
the coming year. 


Motor Vehicles 


Encouraging sales of machinery, woollens, chemicals, non-ferrous 
metal manufactures and electrical equipment contributed to the 1952 
United Kingdom export total, but motor vehicles were by far the best 
seller, accounting for over £13 million of the £48 million of British 
exports to B.L.E.U. from January to October. Very few British cars 
were sold in Belgium and Luxembourg before 1939. Pre-war and 
post-war figures present a remarkable contrast.

It has been officially announced that imports into B.L.E.U. of 
assembled motor cars from all countries will be prohibited after 
January 1, 1954, above a certain number, not yet determined, for 
each make. The details of this policy, which under Benelux con- 
ventions calls for negotiations with the Netherlands, are still under 
consideration. Meanwhile licences for imports of assembled motor 
cars into the Belgo-Luxembourg Economic Union are being issued 
monthly at the rate of 150 per cent. of average monthly imports in 1951. 


Further information and other details of interest to United Kingdom 
manufacturers and traders wishing to do business with Belgium and 
Luxembourg are given fuller treatment in the booklet ‘‘ Hints to 
Business Visitors to Belgium and Luxembourg,” of which a revised 
edition was published by the Board of Trade in 1952. 
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Canadian Budget for 1953 


THE Canadian Finance Minister presented his Budget for 1953 to 

the Canadian House of Commons on February 19. He proposed 
a number of reductions in taxes and alterations in duties, of which 
the following will be of interest to United Kingdom manufacturers :— 

(a) Sales Tax of 10 per cent. removed from books, geographical 
globes, and all materials including newsprint used exclusively 
in newspaper and magazine production. 

(b) Excise Tax on cigarettes reduced by $2-00 per thousand. 

(c) Provision for the separate classification for duty purposes of 
motors attached to machinery. Motors for attachment to agri- 
cultural machinery to be duty free. 

(d) Yarns and textile manufactures not to be regarded as being 
composed partly of specified materials unless these constitute 
over 5 per cent. of the weight. 

Full particulars of these alterations and details of all changes in 

import duties will be published in the Board of Trade Journal as soon 
as they are received from Ottawa. 


Entry, Residence and Company 
Formation in Saudi Arabia 


NEw regulations for entry, residence and company formation have 
been promulgated in a Saudi Arabian Royal Decree. 

Applications for entry visas should be made to the Saudi Arabian 
diplomatic or consular representatives in the country of residence ; 
in the United Kingdom to the Royal Saudi Arabian Embassy, 30 
Belgrave Square, London, S.W.1. Where there is no Saudi Arabian 
representative an entry permit may be obtained from the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs in Jedda. 

An applicant must name a guarantor, who will guarantee his obliga- 
tions and commitments and effect his repatriation if necessary, or 
state the businessmen or companies with whom he has entered into 
a contract. 

If he cannot name a guarantor, he must deposit sufficient money to 
cover his return to the place where his passport was last endorsed. 

The British Embassy in Jedda cannot act as guarantor for British 
nationals visiting Saudi Arabia and where a firm has no agent or 
business connections in Saudi Arabia, a deposit will be necessary. 

An applicant must state on a form obtainable from Saudi Arabian 
Embassies, (a) purpose of entry, (b) money in his possession at entry, 
(c) his address at the port of entry and at his final destination. 

He must also furnish three photographs or thumbprints and give 
an undertaking to inform the Saudi Arabian Authorities of any change 
of address during his stay in the Kingdom, and to present himself 
once a week to the Office of Alien Control. 

Permits to move about the Kingdom and exit visas are also necessary 
and should be applied for well in advance and in the case of a short 
visit immediately on arrival. 

Residence permits are only available after six months stay, will only 
be granted to foreigners holding specific contracts, or having specialized 
scientific, industrial or technical qualifications not attained by Saudi 
Arabians, and must be renewed annually. 

Foreigners who invest in trade or industry in Saudi Arabia may 
claim a residence permit provided they bring in at least 100,000 Rials 
(about £10,000) or their equivalent, and provided they go into 
partnership with Saudi Arabian subjects. 

Saudi Arabian subjects must hold at least 51 per cent. of the capital 
in all new companies, must receive at least 75 per cent. of the total 
wage bill, and must represent at least 75 per cent. of those employed 
on work not requiring special technical qualifications not possessed 
by Saudi Arabians.

Anglo-Danish Trade Talks 


NEGOTIATIONS WITH a Danish Delegation, led by Mr. Vest- 

birk, the Danish Minister (Commercial) in London, in respect of 
trade arrangements between the United Kingdom and Denmark 
during the year 1953 have now been brought to a satisfactory con- 
clusion. There will be increased import facilities for British goods 
in Denmark as compared with 1952. 

Coal and coke exports to Denmark are likely to be higher than in 
1952 and exports of steel are expected to continue at about the same 
level as agreed for last year with a slightly higher proportion of heavy 
steel.

France and Finland 


HE French Moniteur Officiel du’ Commerce et de l'Industrie of

N AGREEMENT according reciprocal Most Favoured Nation 

treatment in all Customs duties and procedural matters connected 
therewith between El Salvador and Western Germany, was signed in 
San Salvador on October 31, 1952. The Most Favoured Nation 
treatment became effective immediately upon signature of the 
Agreement. 

The Agreement is of indefinite validity and can be terminated by 
not less than three months notice at the end of any calendar year. 
There is a proposal in the Agreement for its eventual replacement by 
a Commercial Treaty of wider scope between the two countries. 

By the terms of a Protocol to the Agreement, Western Germany 
agrees to import Salvadorian coffee and other products to the value of 
not less than 75 per cent. of the value of Western German exports to 
El Salvador. The Protocol is valid for one year and is renewable 
thereafter for further yearly periods. 


Finland and Poland 


TRADE AGREEMENT between Finland and Poland covering 

the period January 1 to December 31, 1953, was signed in Helsinki 
on December 22, 1952. The agreement provides for exports from 
Finland to Poland to a value of about $13-75 million, and imports 
from Poland to a value of about $28-25 million. The difference of 
$14-5 million will be made up by Finnish exports to Russia under the 
triangular agreement. 

Polish exports to Finland will include coal, coke, machinery, glass, 
textiles, chemicals, pharmaceuticals, dyes and foodstuffs. Finnish 
exports to Poland will include copper, various timber products and 
machinery.

Argentina 


Imports into the Area South of Parallel 42° (Patagonia) 


BY Decree No. 1400 of January 27, the Argentine Government 
announce that duty-free entry of goods into the territory south of 
parallel 42 deg. will in future only be granted for such goods as 
appear on lists now being prepared by the Ministries of Finance and 
the Treasury. It is understood that the new lists, with quotas, will 
replace those appearing in the original Decree, No. 3824 of 
February 20, 1945 (which permitted the duty-free entry of certain 
goods) and the sundry subsequent additions thereto. 

No goods will be granted customs clearance unless prior authority 
has been granted, within the quota laid down, by ad hoc committees 
which are to be appointed in each custom house area. Goods may 
only be imported through the custom house situated in the territory 
of the committee which authorized the import. 

Authorizations will be valid for 180 days, but the proposed trans- 
action may be cancelled within 90 days. If, however, the full period 
of 180 days has elapsed without the import being effected, the persons 
concerned are liable to suspension for two years from the importers’ 
register, and in case of repetition of the offence, to removal from 
the register. 

The Decree will not apply to goods in transit or which have been 
definitely purchased at the date of the Decree. 

No changes have been made in the regulations about the use of 
prior exchange permits for goods imported into this area, and there 
is no indication that the authorizations granted by the local com- 
mittees will carry with them any right to an allocation of foreign 
exchange by the Central Bank.

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Pakistan Barter Trade 


HE following is the text of a Press Note, dated Februar 19, 1953, 

issued by the Pakistan Commerce Ministry, which, in effect, 
replaces the earlicr Press Notice (see Board of Trade Journal of 
February 14, page 339). 

“ Government, having taken into consideration the representations 
of the trade in regard to the barter policy referred to in the Press note 
of this Ministry of February 3, announce as follows : 


It was not Government’s intention in permitting barter deals that they 
should become the normal pattern of our trade. The policy was adopted 
to provide an incentive for exports, particularly of cotton, with special 
emphasis on the liquidation of stecks of old cotton held by the Cotton 
Board. It was not intended that the barter deals should affect the mport 
and export trade of the various commodities through the norma trade 
channels. Government are, however, not precluded from continuing to 
consider barter proposals in any particular case of Government imports 
that may be found advantageous. 

In view of these considerations it has been decided to limit barter pr - 
posals involving import of cotton yarn only against export of old crop cottcn 
stocks of the Cotton Board and to change the licensing procedure announced 
in the Press Note of February 3. 

The revised procedure will be as follows 

(1) The Pakistani firm exporting cotton at the prices of the old stock: o 
be approved by the Barter Committee of senior officials appointed by 
Government in this behalf, will be given an import licence for cotton 
yarn up to 10 per cent. of the value of the exported cotton irrespective 
of whether the exporter is an established importer of yarn or not. 
For the balance of 90 per cent. of the value of bartered cotton, licences 
will be issued in favour of established importers of yarn according to 
their categories subject to the following conditions : 

(a) The import licensees will be required to import into East or West 
Pakistan cotton yarn of the brands, specifications and prices 
approved by the Barter Committee from the foreign purchases 
of the bartered cotton. 

(b) The import licensees will have to open irrevocable Letters of 
Credit within one month of the date of the issue of the import 
licences in favour of the purchasers of bartered cotton. 

(c) In case an import licensee does not open a Letter of Credit for 
yarn against his licence within one month, the value of the un- 
utilized licence will be licensed in favour of the exporter. 

If the barter deal involving the import of cotton yarn against old crop 
cotton stocks of the Cotton Board is settled with a firm established outside 
Pakistan, import licences for the full value of the bartered cotton will be 
issued in favour of the regular established importers of cotton yarn on the 
basis of their categories as already announced in the Press Note of February 3. 

In view of the practical difficulties experienced in considering barter 
offers received so far in respect of minor items, it has been decided not to 
consider any barter proposals mentioned in the Press Note of February 3.” 

The position accordingly now is that the barter pclicy is to be virtually 
confined to 

(i) barter of old crop cotton for cotton yarn ; 

(1i) possible proposals for barter of new crop cotton in particular cases 

for Government imports where that may be advantageous, e.g., wheat.

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Syrian and Lebanese Customs Tariff 


IN the latest amendment to the Syrian Customs Tariff (on this page) 
reference is made to Article 58 of the Customs Code. For the 
convenience of exporters a translation of this Article is given below : 
in spite of the suspension of the Syro-Lebanese Customs Union 
(in 1950), the same regulation applies equally in the Lebanon. 


Customs Code: Article 58 : Mixed Goods 


Products composed of materials or substances taxed at different rates by 
reason of their nature and which are not specially provided for in the Tariff 
in that state are subject to the Customs Duty which applies to the most 
highly taxed part of the mixture, except when the constituent parts of the 
mixture can easily be separated or when accessories only are concerned. 


As an exception, the following rules are applied to various tissues of mixed 
textiles, to knitted goods and to manufactures of these textiles :— 


(1) Mixed tissues containing more than 20 per cent. by weight of natural 
silk or artificial silk are dutiable as natural or artificial silk tissues, 
according to kind. 

Tissues containing more than 20 per cent. by weight of natural silk 
and more than 20 per cent. by weight of artificial silk are dutiable 
as tissues of natural silk, according to kind. 


(2) Mixed tissues containing a proportion of 20 per cent. or less by 
weight of natural or artificial silk and also containing cotton are assessed 
for duty as follows :— 

(a) As cotton tissues, according to kind, if the proportion of cotton, 
by weight, is greater than 20 per cent. 

(b) As tissues of the material predominating in weight, according to 
kind, if the proportion of cotton by weight is 20 per cent. or less. 

(3) Mixed tissues containing no natural or artificial silk but including 
in their composition more than 20 per cent. by weight of cotton, are 
dutiable as cotton tissues according to kind. 

(4) Mixed tissues of textiles other than silk or cotton are dutiable as 
tissues of the textile predominating in weight according to kind. As 
an exception also, tissues with the insertion (‘‘ Compertant des 
encadrements ”’) of coloured threads are not considered as manu- 
factured of dyed yarns unless the coloured threads represent more 
than 10 per cent. of the total surface.

in two, opened, bottles. (Note.—Any additional quantity will be 
subject to duty.) 

(6) Machinery equipment and apparatus for use in the dairy 
industry, subject to any conditions the Minister of Trade may 
impose, and provided that the machinery, etc., is imported directly 
by the owners of dairies, or is forwarded to them ex bond.
